California Slow to 


Realize Uptrend 


in Business 


Just as California was slower 


to feel the depression, we are 
now somewhat behind the east 
in the feeling of confidence that 
conditions are looking up, in 
the opinion of C. C. Teague, 
who reported to the directors 
of the California Fruit Ex- 
change Wednesday on his re- 
turn from Washington. 


Mr. Teague is president of the Ex- 


change and chairman of the national 
citrus stabilization committee. 


He explained that the position of 


leaders of the Florida citrus fruit 
industry with regard to national sta- 
bilization is a difficult one until 
their legal problems are sc-ttled. The 
federal circuit court of appeals has 
now issued su order staying until 
March 21 the injunction granted by 
the ilorida district court against the 
prorating of shipments. This opens 
the way for resumption of regula- 
tion of orange and grapefruit ship- 
ments from Florida should the con- 
trol committee then see its way clear 
to do so, according to Mr. Teague. 
It is understood that they are meet- 
ing later this week to consider such 
action. 


"I was in New York when the 


market was demoralized by too 
heavy supplies of Florida citrus 
fruit," said Mr. Teague, "and it 


the value of surplus 
control." 
Speaking of relief legislation in 


general, Mr. Teague said: "I believe 
that if we succeed in substantially 
starting conditions on the up-grade 
by these devices of government, the 
price we are paying is not too high.' 


Mr. Teague attended the annual 


meeting of the National Cooperative 
Council, of which he is vice-presi- 
dent and member of the executive 
committee. Agricultural credit, lane 
policies, enforcement of marketing 
agreements and other matters relatec 
to an adequate national agriculture" 
program were considered.

It may not develop, but Los An- 


geles weather bureau officials said 
yesterday afternoon that the stoim, 
which began as a light drizzle short- 
ly afternoon thruout southern Cali- 
fornia, might become a precipitation 
second only in scope to that of the 
rainstorms of New Year's week. 


Reason for the tentative predic- 


tion is that there are three distinct 
storm areas off the coast that yes- 
terday afternoon were rapidly con- 
verging into one widespread storm 
area of low barometric pressure. 
Weather observers in the federal 
office said that it was the most wide- 
spread disturbance of this season. 


The conditions are almost 'denti- 


cal with the prelude to the big storm 


Unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs the south- 
land is in for a heavy and perhaps 
prolonged rain, the observers inti- 
mated. 


Rain began falling in Covina short- 


ly after noon. Santa Barbara wel- 
comed the rain at four o'clock yes- 
terday morning, with heavy showers 
during the forenoon of Thursday 
Nearly two inches fell at San Rafae 
:.n the north, and seventy-five hun- 
dredths during the night of Wednes- 
day at San Francisco. The higl 
pressure is retreating eastward, al- 
lowing tho general drift to come to- 
ward the southland.

night in December, no warnings 
lave been issued that would cause 
any uneasiness on the part of the 
orange and lemon growers. A scat- 
:ered amount of firing to protect 
lemons was done in some parts of 
the southland, but no firing what- 
ever for oranges. 


Paul E. Smith, manager of the 


Central Protective association, with 
offices and telephone system in Co- 
vina, will continue on duty until the 
first of March, according to W. M 
Griswold, manager of the Covina 
Fruit Exchange. Any indication of 
killing frosts will be broadcast by 
telephone to the ranchers, but the 
danger 
of low temperatures 
is 


thought to be definitely past. 


The warm weather is not an un- 


mijMdi blessing, Mr; Griswold says 
although it has saved a huge amoun 
of money in the aggregate to citrus 
growers in southern California. Th< 
fruit has a tendency to soften more 
rapidly in mild, warm weather, anc 
creates a problem in connection with 
the one of overloaded markets in the 
east. Prices have been as good as 
could be expected, with Florida 
dumping huge amounts in the east- 
ern markets, but this situation will 
clear up as Florida moves toward 
exhaustion of the crop. 


From the Covina area twenty cars 


went out this week, with an increase 
expected next week. For the south- 
ern area the quota this week was 
800 cars, and will be boosted to 1000 
cars during the coming week. 


Added to the fact that Florida has 


3een moving a tremendous amount 
of fruit, the extreme cold weather 
on the Atlantic seaboard and in the 
middle west has crippled sales op- 
portunities. It has been so cold that 
:ruit could not be inspected on track, 
because the opening of cars would 
cause the freezing of the fruit, while 
sidewalk stands and open fronts have 
been discontinued. Eastern weather 
has greatly moderated this week. 


Some damage is to be expectec 


this year from the tortrix worm 
which is working in the rind of the 
fruit, the manager stated. This worm 
works to a considerably extent in 
some years, puncturing the skin o; 
the orange, causing decay to set in

CALIFORNIA WALNUT GROWERS 
AIDED IN CRITICAL YEAR BY 


GOVERNMENTS COOPERATION 


American walnut growers, four-fifths of whom are Califor- 


nians, receiving for this season's crop far more than seemed 
possible, present a case of co-operative marketing under Agri- 
cultural Adjustment act application that co-operative market 
ing exponents are observing with considerable satisfaction. 


Credit is given by them to theO

facts that there is in this field such 
a strong and competent co-operative 
as the California Walnut Growers 
association, that, the A.A.A. regula- 
tions functioned to excellent effect 
and that the association has at its 
head men of ability to formulate and 
execute i the plan, 


LARGE CARRYOVER 


At the opening of this crop season 


last September, commercial walnut 
growers, nearly all of whom are in 
California and Oregon, had on hand 
a 28,400,000 pound carryover of nuts 
with the 1933 cornucopia about to 
pour 53,100,000 pounds of new crop 
more into their storehouse. 


The growers had received an aver- 


age of nearly 11 cents a pound for 
their 1932 marketed production. 
What with the general economic sit- 
uation, the realization outlook on 
the combined 81,500,000 pounds of 
nuts to sell did not look promising, 
to say the least. 


The association was in a position 


to control about 82 per cent of the 
product's marketing. But the other 
18 per cent outside was in a posi- 
tion to break the market so that 
those who had combined for co-op- 
eration were actually facing a situa- 
tion in which their co-operation 
might make them worse off than if 
they had not co-operated. 


To this situation the Agricultural 


Adjustment act was applied with 
the result, General Manager Carlyle 
Thorpe of the association estimated, 
that growers in all probability will 
have received an average of nearly 
14 cents a pound for their this sea- 
son's crop and carryover by the end 
of the season and that the now ap- 
parent $9,000,000 gross return will 
be $3,000,000 more than it appeared 
the growers had hope of receiving 
on entering the season. 


Among the outstanding results of 


the development is the fact that last 
month's domestic business was the 
greatest in the twenty-one years that 
Thorpe has been with the association. 
He added furthermore that "recent 
sales have so depleted the available 
stock that a complete clean-up of 
all holdings is assured before the 
next crop will reach the market." 


OUTLOOK THEN POOR 


"When the season opened," Thorpe 


said, "it seemed that the only way 
to maintain a firm domestic market, 
at prices which would return at least 
cost of production and living to the 
majority of growers, was to restrict 
the entire supply on the domestic 
market to the quantity which could 
be sold at prices comparabl; to those 
of the pre-war period." 


What took place at the instance 


of President C. C. Teague of the 
association and his associates is a 
long story under the A.A.A., but 
among all the growers both inside 
and outside of the association it, ipin- 
ally was agreed, in the words of 
Vice-President R. W. Miller of the 
association: 


"That there must be set up an or- 


ganization applying the basic princi- 
ples of a surplus control plan, in- 
volving complete jurisdiction by the 
A.A.A. and a control board over 
movements of walnuts into inter- 
state and foreign commerce, maxi- 
mum and minimum prices, specific 
declarations concerning merchant- 
able and surplus volumes and dispo- 
sition of the latter into non-cornpe- 


j titive channels." 


Two great factors in the success 


thai carne eventually were the con- 
trol board's taking of 30 per cent 


of the supply for foreign export and 
by-products and the development, 
largely under Thorpe's direction, of 
foreign business from the point 
where it had been taking about 80,- 
000 pounds of a crop to the point 
where it already has taken 20,400,000 
pounds this season. 


First in the A.A.A. field to func- 


tion in this manner, the association 
has inspired other California co- 
operatives to follow suit. The Fruit 
Growers Exchange now is far into 
the field, but it is said at its head- 
quarters to be too early yet for the 
outcome to be forecast with the ex- 
ception that prospects are inspiring.

Russell Conway deliver his famous 
lecture, "Acres of Diamonds," Dr.

Kite-Flying Time Brings Fear 


of Short Circuits on 


Power Lines 


Kite-flying season has come around 


again, and with it comes the neces- 
sity of impressing upon the boys and 
girls of this community the safety 
rules that should be observed to 
avoid the possibility of accidents 
through the contact of kites with 
electric wires. Parents, school teach- 
ers and leaders of boy and girl or- 
ganizations are urged to cooperate 
with the electric light and power, 
telephone and street railway com- 
panies in the effort to prevent kite 
accidents which might result in in- 
jury or death to children. 


The first safety rule is for cliildren 


to fly their kites where there is no 
likelihood of their coming near any 
electric line. And the children should 
remember that the kite string is at 
an angle and may pass over electric 
lines considerable distance away and 
out of sight. 


Children should never attempt the 


removal of a kite that has become 
entangled in electric wires. The 
safety rule is, do not attempt to get 
the kite by climbing poles or any 
other means, but let it slone and 
call the electric company, telephone 
company or the street car company 
to which the wires belong. Men with 
proper equipment will be sent al- 
most immediately to take the kite 
from the lines. 


It is unsafe to attempt to pull 


down a kite which has become en- 
tangled in the electric lines because 
the wires may be brought together, 
causing a short-circuit. It 
some-- 


times happens in such cases that the 
wires break and fall to the ground, 
causing danger of serious injury to 
anyone who may be near them. 


It is dangerous to use wire or tin- 


sel cord or Christmas cord with 
metal strands in it as a kite string. 
These materials are conductors of 
electricity. It is also unsafe to use 
wire or metal in any part of the 
construction of the kite itself, and 
he use of tinsel for decorating or 
tailing the kite should be avoided. 


In flying a kite, use a good kite 


cord, but be sure that the cord is 
dry. A kite cord that is wet fron 
rain or fog, or has become damp or 
moist when permitted to drag or lie 
on the grass in a field, becomes a 
conductor of electricity 
when i 


touches an electric line.

The Pity of It— 


The emotion was not so much that of pride 


and patriotism, as it was of sadness, when 
we stood in the back of the theater Saturday 
morning, and heard the Boy Scouts repeat 
their pledge, with the president of the United 
States reciting it with them. 


Can they keep themselves "physically fit" 


if civilization continues to betray them as it 
has betrayed other generations in the past? 


Is it possible for them to remain "morally 


straight" in an economic system that makes 
us all involuntarily dishonest the moment we 
accept a job, or launch into a business? 


In a compelling, courageous address recent- 


ly by a university dean, he told his graduat- 
ing class that virtually all they had learned 
in political economy and government was 
theoretical and idealistic, and that the moment 
they accepted a job would be obliged to dis- 
card all thai; had been studied, and to take 
orders from employers who were a part of 
a system. They would obey orders or they 
would have no job, and would not eat regu- 
larly. We know what should be done to make 
the world better, he said. But we are govern- 
ed by our elders, and ethics, or the urge to do 
the right thing, has little to do with the hard- 
boiled profit system. 


These brave little lads in that theater, stand- 


ing with their hands upraised, pledging to go 
"morally straight," brings a lump in the 
throat, partly because the boys are sincere 
and would carry out this pledge if allowed to 
do so; and partly because we know they will 
not be given the opportunity. We think of 
the time coming when their trust in their 
elders is turned into cynicism. 


Teaching these idealistic precepts to these 


fine lads is not altogether hypocrisy on the 
part of the elders, but has in it a little of the 
yearning that comes to disillusioned men and 
women, who have carried their idealisms to 
the point where they found this cruel, inex- 
orable wall of selfishness blocking them, and 
find some satisfaction in perpetuating the fic- 
tion, perhaps with a flickering hope that a 
generation of lads will some day be actually 
given an opportunity to, at least in part, put 
into effect the brave pledges of boyhood. 


The president of the United States, reciting 


the Boy Scout oath in concert with millions 
of lads in this country, epitomizes a remark- 
able idealism. The president is sincere, and 
we believe he is attempting to do something 
to clear from the paths of these boys the rot- 
ten debris left by a careless and callous gen- 
eration before them. 


But words will not do it. Actions only and 


actions in which we all must be included, will 
do it. It can't be done by reciting a creed in 
church, or a Boy Scout pledge in concert, 
and hurrying around the corner to gyp some- 
body before they get an opportunity to gyp 
us, which is the manner in which civilization 
has translated the Golden Rule. 


That's why sadness, and a certain sense of 


defeatism, and nausea because of perpetuated 
hypocrisy, comes as an admixture in the thrill 
which we get when wt witness credulous and 
courageous youth facing the coming responsi- 
bilities of life, believing in and trusting in 
their elders, and not yet knowing that, in all 
probability, as in past generations, they are 
being prepared, as a living sacrifice, upon the 
altars of greed and selfishness. 


Elder Statesmen— 


France cannot much longer hold its people 


to a government, which, when in a jam, as is 
often, it dissolves its cabinet and immediately 
reforms it out of the same material, 


H. G. Wells, English author, said some time 


ago, that "the world is governed by old, old 
men, who are all thru thinking." Faced by 
revolt, or by imminent revolution, France 
calls former President Doumergue, nearing 
his eightieth year, to save the republic, and 
he proceeds to name men who have been in 
French public life contemporaneous with 
Clemenceau, arid whose mental cerebrations 
are all attuned to what they learned fifty 
years ago. 


When the world-war stopped, they piled 


huge amounts of war material upon acres and 
acres of ground, and burned it, as no longer 
necessary, and with the realization that it was 
an obstruction to the period of reconstruc- 
tion. Trucks and tractors were piled high, 
one upon another, and drenched with gaso- 
line and destroyed. Horses and mules were 
taken out and shot by the hundreds. 


But they could not, or did not, shoot the 


elder statesmen. It was legal to shoot mil- 
lions of men on the battlefield, but to get rid 
of the men who brought on the war was some- 
thing that just, isn't done. 


So, in all probability, one revolt after an- 


other will occur as they are now occurring 
in France and Austria. If the world would 
actually have a new deal with new cards, it 
might be worth the awful sacrifice of the war. 
But the world attempts to get its new deal 
by using the old deck, and dealing from the 
bottom, as in the past. 


Judge Yankwicli, who is to be speaker before 


Covina Men's club tonight, is noted for a re- 
mark he made in a case several years ago: 
"There are no illegitimate children—only illegi- 
timate parents." But civilization continues to 
punish them. It is marvelous how far afield hu- 
man beings will go to establish an alibi for their 
own shortcomings and stupidities. 


A Gardenia in Elysia— 


Three weeks have elapsed since Governor 


Rolph announced he might, almost any time 
now, visit the .nudist colony at Elsinore. 


And, 
as yet, no official communique has 


been released revealing just where and how 
the governor will wear his famous gardenia 
buttonhole bouquet on that occasion. 


It might seem to some that this question 


is unimportant to the governor's millions of 
loyal subjects, engaged, as they are, in the 
pastime of evaporating nonchalantly out of 
stores without giving up a penny for Jimmie, 
a game almost as fascinating as playing the 
slot machines. 


But everyone knows that the governor 


swore a great oath he would never appear at 
any function minus his favorite flower, and 
we know that the governor is a man of his 
word. 


We have weighed every suggestion (and 


there have been many) and none have been 
seriously helpful. The governor should be ac- 
companied by a flower girl, as in a wedding, 
one friend who smokes our Prince Albert, 
says. It could be stuck on his chest with a 
bit of surgeon's adhesive, or worn behind the 
ear. In the language of flowers the gardenia 
symbolizes refinement and dignity, according 
to Funk & Wagnalls.

After a long life of service to his 


community, as civic leader, business 
man, editor, John A. Jones died at 
his home in Glendora last Friday, at 
the age of eighty-one years. He had 
been ill but a v/eelc. 


He had been retired from busi- 


ness since 1925, when he sold the 
Glendora Gleaner, weekly .newspa- 
per, to J. D. Dean, and most of his 
years since that time were passed 
quietly at his home on North Vista 
Bonita avenue, and with visiting 
with his friends of former years. 


He was one of the most widely- 


known of the citizens of the upper 
San Gabriel valley for many years, 
taking active part in the chamber 
of commerce, of which he was sev- 
eral times president; president of 
the first electric company in his 
area; director in the First Savings 
bank, and as editor, the spokesman 
for his town in civic and social af- 
fairs. He bought the Gleaner in 1906, 
and for more than three decades 
was an outstanding publisher, as 
well as a correspondent for many 
years of the Los.

Slowing down as the lights from

within 
the next few 


weeks as both Europe and South 
America are still very active buyers. 


"It seems certain that the com- 


paratively light holdings of the as- 
sociation will be insufficient to meet 
the trade demands until the 1934 
crop is available, for the wholesale 
trade has been buying strictly on 
a hand-to-mouth basis, so that job- 
bers' stocks are far lighter today 
than they have been at a correspond- 
ing period during any of the past 
several years, and we have imme- 
diately ahead the Jewish holidays 
occurring during the last of March; 
the Lenten and Easter trade, and 
again the big fall Jewish holidays, 
which this year occur during the 
first half of September and before 
any new crop goods can possibly 
become available," the association 
points out. 


THIRD ADVANCE 


"The third price advance for this 


season on bulk shelled walnuts and 
the first advance on walnuts have 
just been announced. Although this 
season's shelled walnut pack is more 
than twice as large as we have ever 
before produced, our sales to date 
represent 79 per cent of our esti- 
mated pack for the season. 
Our 


cracking operations will be complet- 
ed about the middle of March. At 
this time last year we had sold about 
one-third of that season much small-

The professor dis- 
cussed the topic with his audience 
for a second hour, during which tir..e j 
he answered many questions which 
were submitted from the floor. 


The burden of Capt. Perigord's 


lecture was the contribution of vari- 
ous civilizations of the past to mod- 
ern civilization. He indicated the 


Collins 'differences between modern civiliza- 


tions of Europe and America and 
pointed out the shortcomings and 
good qualities of each. In doing so 
he indicated how Europe misjudges 
the United States on the one hand, 
and how the people of the United 
Slates judge European civilization 
by superficialities. 


The virile contributions of the 


people of the United States to the 
stream of world civilization were in- 
dicated under the following general 
topics: democracy on a large scale, 
education of the masses, industrial 
organization, a spirit of tolerance, 
self-reliance, a lock of social classes, 
health and sanitation, and faith in 
human brotherhood. These general 
ideas are in practice at no other | 
points in the world, and Capt. Peri- 
gord expressed the opinion that they 
would be permanent contributions 
which will persist thru time. 


As a contrary view he indicated 


the following defects in American 
civilization: an excess of individual- 
ism; a disregard for law; a substi- 
tution of legality for honesty; suc- 
cess in terms of money; the mastery 
of the machine over man; and oppo- 
sition of various classes; a wrong 
scale of attitudes; a need of a new 
perspective of justice, and an under 
consumption of manufactured goods. 


"No nation has ever died a natur- 


al death. It has been killed by its 
citizens," was a statement made by 
Capt. Perigord in his closing re- 
marks. In answering the question as 
to whether the world is "in progress 
or decadence" he expressed a hope- 
ful view, and stated that the United 
Itates in particular will rise and go 
on to a new day, and an improved 
civilization. 


DR. KNOPF TO SPEAK 


The second number of the cur- 


rent series of Monday evening forum 
lectures, given as a part of the work 
of the Covina evening high school, 
will take place Monday, February 
19, at 7:15 p. m., in the high school 
auditorium. 


The speaker will be Dr. '"art S. 


Knopf, associate professor of biblical 
literature at the University of South- 
ern California.

There are two branches of play- 


offensive and defensive, or the play 
of the declarer and the play of the 
adversaries. The play of the de- 
clarer is an exceedingly big sub- 
ject, and while many players are 
very poor at offensive play, it seems 
to me that contract players make the 
most drastic errors in their defen- 
sive play. 


The first consideration of this sub- 


ject concerns itself with the opening 
lead, and there are two situations 
with respect to the opening lead. 
One is when partner has made a 
suit bid; and the other is where 
partner has not made a load-indi- 
cating bid. These two situations will 
be discussed separately. 


There is a difference of opinion 


among writers concerning opening 
partner's suit against a suit declara- 
tion. 
Some say always open the 


highest of your partner's suit, while 
others say that when holding four 
or more cards in partner's suit, open 
fourth best except when: 


(1) holding the ace, lead the ace; 
(2) holding the K.Q, lead the king; 
(3) holding Q,J, lead the queen. 
The following is the generally ac- 
' 'pted formula for opening partner's 
suit against a no-trump declaration: 


(1) Holding four or more cards of 


partner's suit, open the fourth best. 
Some writers, however, say open the 
top card. 


(2) Holding three cards of part- 


ner's suit, headed by an honor, lead 
the lowest card.
